Born  in  Greensboro  on  December  26,  1946,  Kaplan  was  the  son  of  Leon 
Kaplan,  a business  administrator  from  New  York  City,  and  Renee  Myers,  a 
business  administrator  from  Hagerstown,  Maryland.  He  was  graduated  from 
R.  J.  Reynolds  High  School  in  1965*  and  attended  Guilford  College.  Kaplan 
served  as  a seaman  in  the  United  States  Navy,  1967-73*  After  a brief 
career  in  sales,  Kaplan  began  operating  a school  supply  business  at  the 
age  of  twenty-six.  He  presently  holds  the  position  of  vice-president  of 
Kaplan  School  Supply  Corporation  of  Winston-Salem.  House  committees:

One  of  three  children,  she  attended 
the  public  schools  of  Greensboro  and  was  graduated  from  Grimsley  Senior 
High  School  in  1963.  After  receiving  a B.A.  degree  from  Guilford  College 
in  1967 1 Keesee  studied  early  childhood  education  at  Radford  College  in 
Virginia.  She  presently  teaches  in  the  Greensboro  Public  Schools.  Keesee 
was  the  first  woman  from  Guilford  County  to  be  elected  to  the  General 
Assembly.  In  1974  she  gained  national  attention  by  sponsoring  legislation 
to  "Limit  the  Use  of  Corporal  Punishment  in  North  Carolina  Schools’.'.  Pro-

The  son  of  William  Thomas  Kemp,  a merchant  from  Henry  County,  Virginia, 
and  Etta  Geneva  Dailey  of  Rockingham  County,  Kemp  was  born  in  High  Point  on 
August  24,  1921,  He  was  graduated  from  High  Point  High  School  in  1958  and 
attended  Duke  University  for  two  years,  Kemp  served  with  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps  during  World  War  II  (1942-46),  During  his  tour  of  duty  he 
served  as  a combat  intelligence  officer  in  the  South  Pacific,  Recalled  to 
active  duty  during  the  Korean  Conflict,  Kemp  was  released  in  1952  after  he 
attained  the  rank  of  captain.  In  1948  he  had  earned  his  bachelors  degree 
from  High  Point  College,  As  an  early  career  Kemp  had  worked  as  a staff 
writer  for  the  Greensboro  Daily  News  and  the  High  Point  Enterprise,  Since 
that  time  Kemp  has  been  engaged  in  advertising,  public  relations,  real 
estate,  restaurant  and  motel  management,  and  several  other  businesses,  Busi

On  March  1,  1925*  William  P.  Kemp,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Easton,  Maryland. 

He  was  the  son  of  William  Powell  Kemp,  a furniture  manufacturer  from  Easton, 
and  Elizabeth  Middleton  Atherholt  of  Homesburg,  Pennsylvania.  One  of  three 
children,  Kemp  attended  the  public  schools  of  Goldsboro  and  George  School 
in  George  School,  Pennsylvania.  He  served  in  the  United  States  Army  Air 
Corps  as  an  aviation  cadet  from  19^3  to  19^5.  Kemp  eeirned  a B.S.  degree 
in  commerce  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  in  19^« 

In  addition,  he  was  graduated  from  the  U.N.C.  Executive  Program  in  1970. 

Like  his  father,  Kemp  was  engaged  in  furniture  manufacturing  and  since 
1966  has  served  as  president  of  Kemp  Furniture  Industries,  Inc.,  of  Golds- 
boro. He  served  as  coach  of  the  wrestling  team  at  Goldsboro  High  School 
for  sixteen  years  and  also  worked  as  a scoutmaster  for  twenty  years.  Pro-

Bom  in  Winston-Salem  on  October  8,  1926,  Kennedy  was  the  son  of  Harold 
Lillard  Kennedy,  a real  estate  salesman  from  Raleigh,  and  Willie  Hall,  a 
teacher  from  Winston-Salem.  An  only  child,  he  attended  Virginia  State  Col- 
lege and  earned  his  law  degree  at  Howard  University.  As  an  early  occupa- 
tion Kennedy  worked  in  transportation  services,  but  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
seven  he  began  a law  practice.  He  currently  serves  as  a partner  in  the  firm 
of  Kennedy,  Kennedy,  Kennedy,  and  Kennedy  in  Winston-Salem.  Municipal 
organizations,  Winston-Salem  Redevelopment  Commission.

Born  in  Warrenton  on  May  19,  1900,  Kerr  was  the  son  of  John  Hosea  Kerr, 
a lawyer  from  Yancey ville,  Caswell  County,  and  Ella  Lillian  Foote  of  Warren- 
ton. He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Warrenton  until  1917  when  he  was 
graduated  from  Graham  Academy  as  an  honor  graduate  and  valedictorian. 

During  World  War  I he  served  as  a private  in  the  United  States  Army.  Kerr 
obtained  an  A.B.  degree  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill, 
in  1921.  There,  he  distinguished  himself  as  a debater  and  business  manager 
of  the  Tar  Heel.  Kerr  received  his  legal  education  at  the  Wake  Forest  College 
Law  School  (1922-23)  and  George  V/ashington  University.  He  began  a law  prac- 
tice in  Rocky  Mount  at  the  age  of  twenty-three.  In  1931  he  moved  his  prac- 
tice to  Warrenton  and  later  became  a partner  in  the  firm  of  Kerr  and  Kerr. 

Kerr  was  one  of  the  most  noted  orators  and  influential  legislators  of  his 
day  in  the  General  Assembly,  He  was  credited  with  securing  legislation  for 
the  establishment  of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art  in  1947;  it  was  the 
first  state-supported  art  museum  in  the  nation.  Kerr  was  responsible  for 
obtaining  the  initial  state  appropriation  for  the  North  Carolina  Institute 
of  Government  and  was  a key  supporter  of  the  North  Carolina  School  of  the 
Arts.  He  died  of  a cerebral  hemorrhage  at  Warren  General  Hospital  on  May  28, 
1968,  Kerr  was  buried  at  the  Fairview  Cemetery  in  Warrenton,  Professional 
organizations.

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KILLIAN,  CARL  DAN  (1903-1976) 


Senate,  General  Assembly  of  1971;  Democrat,  Thirty- third  District,  Jackson 
County. 


Born  in  Hayes ville  on  April  10,  1903*  Killian  was  the  son  of  Paul 
Bismarck  Killian,  a physician  born  in  Hiwassee,  Georgia,  and  Maud  Moss. 
Killian  attended  Hayesville  High  School,  1915-1918,  and  was  graduated  from 
Pelham  High  School  in  Pelham,  Georgia,  in  1919.  He  gained  a B.S.  degree 
in  1924  at  North  Carolina  State  College,  earned  an  M.A.  degree  in  1927  at 
Columbia  University,  and  obtained  a Ph.D.  from  Ohio  State  University  in 
1932.  From  1926  to  1928  Killian  had  taught  at  Central  State  Teachers 
College  at  Mount  Pleasant,  Michigan.  The  following  year  he  had  been 
employed  as  an  instructor  at  the  University  of  Texas.  Subsequently,  he 
taught  English  and  served  as  principal  of  Hayesville  High  School  before 
joining  the  faculty  at  Western  Carolina  Teachers  College  in  1935  as  head 
of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Psychology.  Killian  served  on  the 
faculty  and  as  dean  of  the  above  department  for  thirty-three  years  ^d 
also  directed  the  extension  division  of  the  school.  Before  his  retirement 
from  Western  Carolina  in  1968,  Killian  had  pioneered  numerous  educational 
programs  that  were  of  state  and  national  significance.  He  established  the 
first  guidance  clinic  in  the  state  at  Western  Carolina  in  1938.  The  two 
program  evolved  out  of  this  clinic— a special  school  for  intellectually- 

gifted  children  and  special  educational  programs  for  the  mentally  retarded 
became  state  and  national  models.  In  addition,  Killian  initiated  the  first 
organized  instructional  program  in  audiovisual  education  in  North  Carolina, 
established  the  first  speech  and  hearing  center  in  the  western  region,  and 
developed  special  classes  for  disabled  readers.  In  the  1960’s  he  establis  ed 
the  first  comprehensive  mental  health-mental  retardation  center  on  a college 
campus.  Killian  also  initiated  a psychological  testing  center,  organized 
Western  Carolina's  first  off-campus  extension  courses,  extablished  the  first 
Teacher  Corps  project  in  the  state  in  1966,  and  started  the  initial  summer 
program  for  the  blind  in  1967.  Governor  Luther  Hodges  appointed  Killian  in 
1959  to  head  a legislative  study  commission  to  study  the  public  school  edu- 
cation for  exceptional  children.  The  General  Assembly  of  1961  adopted  many 
of  his  proposals  and  passed  a bill  that  provided  the  first  comprehensive 
program  for  gifted  children  in  the  United  States  and  established  the  Gover- 
nor's School  at  Winston-Salem.  In  addition  to  his  improvements  in  education, 
Killian  also  was  concerned  about  upgrading  the  medical  facilities  and  health 
care  services  in  the  rural  mountain  counties.  In  the  late  1960's  he  founded 
the  State  of  Franklin  Health  Council,  an  agency  created  to  improve  health 
and  medical  care  in  the  region,  Killian  served  as  president  of  the  above 
organization  from  1968  to  1970.  Following  a short  illness  Killian  died  in 
Sylva  Hospital  on  January  29,  1976.  He  was  buried  in  Fadrview  Cemetery  in _

Born  in  Durham  on  July  11,  1908,  King  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Wesley  King, 
an  insurance  salesman  from  Hartsville,  South  Carolina,  and  Bessie  Odom  of 
Bennettsville,  South  Carolina.  He  was  reared  in  Laurinburg  and  attended 
Laurinburg  High  School,  1921-25.  King  received  a B.A.  degree  from  Duke  Uni- 
versity in  1929  and  finished  law  school  at  Duke  in  1930.  He  immediately 
began  a law  career  and  operated  a practice  in  Laurinburg  under  the  name  of 
Jennings  G.  King,  Attorney-at-Law.  King  served  in  the  United  States  Army 
from  19^2  to  19^5.  In  addition,  he  held  the  position  of  president  of  Speros- 
Cox,  Inc.  While  in  the  General  Assembly  he  sponsored  legislation  on  court 
reform  and  reapportionment . King  died  in  Laurinburg  on  December  25,  1977.

A native  of  Lillington,  Morgan  was  born  on  October  5»  1925*  He  was 
the  son  of  James  Harvey  Morgan  and  Alice  Butts,  both  farmers  from  Angier, 
Morgan  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Lillington  and  earned  a B.S. 
degree  from  East  Carolina  College  in  19^7 • During  World  War  II  he  had 
served  in  the  United  States  Navy  with  the  Pacific  Fleet,  19^^-^6.  In 
addition,  Morgan  saw  active  duty  during  the  Korean  Conflict  in  1952.  He 
served  in  both  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  and  Air  Force  Reserve  and 
retired  from  the  latter  after  he  had  attained  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel. 
Morgan  received  his  legal  education  at  Wake  Forest  Law  School  where  he 
obtained  an  LL.B.  degree  in  19^9 • He  immediately  returned  to  his  home 
county  where  he  was  elected  clerk  of  the  Harnett  County  Superior  Court  and 
served  from  1950  to  195^«  At  the  end  of  his  term  Morgan  embarked  on  a law 
career  and  began  a private  practice  in  Lillington.  During  his  five  terms 
in  the  North  Carolina  Senate,  Morgan  emerged  as  a recognized  leader  in  the 
areas  of  prison  reform,  mental  health,  and  education.  In  I968  and  1972 
he  was  elected  attorney  general  of  North  Carolina.  During  his  two  terms 
in  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Justice  he  was  responsible  for  making 
his  office  one  of  the  most  efficient  and  effective  in  the  United  States. 
Morgan  created  the  Attorney  General's  Consumer  Protection  Division  which 
was  recognized  nationally  as  a pioneer  in  the  consumer  protection  movement. 

In  addition,  under  his  leadership  the  Department  of  Justice  established  a 
Police  Information  Network  and  strengthened  the  State  Bureau  of  Investiga- 
tion, For  his  efforts  Morgan  was  known  as  the  "People's  Attorney"  and  was 
selected  the  outstanding  attorney  general  in  the  United  States.  Armed  with 
these  outstanding  achievements  as  attorney  general,  Morgan  ran  for  the 
United  States  Senate  and  was  elected  on  November  5»  197^«  As  a member  of 
the  Senate  he  served  on  the  Banking,  Housing,  and  Urban  Affairs  Committee, 
the  Select  Committee  on  Intelligence,  and  the  Ethics  Committee.  Morgan 
held  the  position  of  chairman  of  the  Banking,  Housing,  and  Urban  Affairs 
Subcommittee  on  Small  Business,  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  Building  and 
Grounds  Subcommittee  of  the  Public  Works  Committee.

Parrish  had  started  a baking  business  in  Emporia,  Virginia,  in  1921, 
and  it  later  became  known  as  Parrish  Bakeries,  Inc.  At  the  time  he  moved 
his  bakery  operation  headquarters  to  Salisbury  in  1947,  he  also  owned  bakeries 
in  Etaporia;  Martinsville,  Virginia;  Tampa,  Florida;  Rome,  Georgia;  and  Memphis, 
Tennessee.

House,  GenersQ.  Assembly  of  1959>  Democrat,  Stsaily  County. 

Senate,  General  Assemblies  of  1969  and  *1971;  Democrat,  Twenty-fourth 
District,  Stanly  County.  *President  pro  tern  and  majority  leader. 
Patterson  died  on  July  31 » 1971,  and  Gordon  P.  Allen  was  elected 
to  replace  him  as  president  pro  tem.  Governor  Scott  appointed 
James  B.  Garrison  on  August  50,  1971,  to  replace  Patterson  in  the 
Senate. 


One  of  four  children,  Patterson  was  born  in  Albemarle  on  March  11, 
1917,  His  parents  were  Frank  Neville  Patterson,  a textile  manufacturer 
from  China  Grove,  Rowan  County,  and  Mary  Snuggs  of  Albemarle.  In  1953 
he  was  graduated  from  Albemarle  High  School  and  attended  Lenoir-Rhyne  ' 
College,  1933-1934,  and  Marion  Military  Academy,  1934-1935*  Patterson 
was  enrolled  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy,  1935-1936,  but  earned 
an  A.B.  degree  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  in 
1938.  He  received  his  legal  education  at  the  U.N.C.  Law  School  where 
he  obtained  an  LL. B.  degree  in  1940.  While  in  college  he  served  on  the 
staff  of  the  North  Carolina  Law  Review.  As  a member  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Patterson  was  called  into  active  service  on  March  31,  1942,  as  an  ensign. 

He  served  on  the  staff  of  Corameuider  Destroyers,  Pacific  Fleet,  and  had 
attained  the  rank  of  lieutenant  when  separated  from  the  service  on  December 
12,  1945»  Patterson  was  appointed  a lieutenant  commander  in  the  Naval  Re- 
serve on  July  8,  1949«  He  had  begun  a law  practice  in  Albemarle  in  1945- 
Specializing  in  tax  law,  Patterson  was  affiliated  with  the  firm  of  Patter- 
son & Doby  in  Albemarle.  As  a parallel  occupation  he  taught  at  the  college 
and  university  level.  As  chairman  of  the  Senate  Rules  Committee  in  1971, 
Patterson  proposed  a rule  that  would  strip  the  lieutenant  governor  of  the 
power  to  appoint  Senate  committees;  the  proposal  was  defeated.  Patterson 
became  ill  while  playing  golf  in  Boone  and  died  of  a cerebral  vascular  condi- 
tion on  July  31,  1971.

Rodenbough  served 
from  1948  to  i960  as  supervisor  of  instruction,  Stokes  County  Board  of 
Education.  She  also  worked  as  an  agent  for  a 3,500-acre  ancestral  estate 
and  managed  her  farm  of  several  hundred  acres.

Royster  was  born  in  the  community  of  Dabney  in  the  western  part  of 
Vance  County  on  December  31*  1908,  He  was  the  son  of  John  Stovall  Royster 
(a  farmer,  merchant,  and  sheriff  of  Vance  County)  from  Bullock,  Granville 
County,  and  Alvada  Green  of  the  same  community.  Royster  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Dabney  and  was  graduated  from  Henderson  High  School  in  1924.  His 
family  had  moved  into  Henderson  around  1922  but  had  retained  ownership  of 
its  four  hundred-acre  farm.  Royster  attended  Duke  University  in  1926  but 
was  forced  to  drop  out  when  hail  had  damaged  the  family  tobacco  crop;  he 
took  a position  in  a Henderson  tobacco  warehouse.  He  farmed  and  was 
employed  in  tobacco  warehouses  (Young  and  Daniel)  between  1927  and  1937 • 
Royster  acquired  an  interest  in  that  business  in  1938  and  operated  various 
warehouses  until  1957.  In  addition,  he  was  engaged  as  a fertilizer  sales- 
man with  the  Virginia-Carolina  Chemical  Corporation  from  1937  to  1957* 

Around  1943  Royster,  along  with  other  flue-cured  auction  warehousemen,  had 
became  interested  in  organizing  a trade  organization  to  regulate  and  over- 
see the  marketing  of  tobacco.  As  a result  of  that  sentiment  the  Bright 
Belt  Warehouse  Association,  Inc.,  had  been  formed  in  1945,  at  which  time  he 
became  full-time  director  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  his  death.  From 
1954  to  1972  the  office  of  the  Bright  Leaf  Warehouse  Association,  Inc., was 
located  in  the  Carolina  Warehouse  in  Henderson.  The  association  developed 
into  the  most  influential  warehouse  organization  in  the  United  States.  It 
encompassed  the  majority  of  the  auction  warehouses  that  sold  flue-cured, 
bright  tobacco  in  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and 
Florida.  Royster  supported  flue-cured  acreage-poundage  control  and  price 
supports  as  well  as  advocated  strong  cooperation  among  farmers,  warehouse- 
men and  buyers,  the  United  States  Stabilization  Cooporation,  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.  During  his  time  as  head  of  the  associa- 
tion Royster  emerged  as  one  of  the  strongest  supporters  of  the  tobacco  in- 
dustry. His  contributions  to  the  industry  were  not  confined  to  the  Bright 
Belt  Warehouse  Association,  Inc.,  but  covered  the  entire  field  of  tobacco 
programs — its  operation  and  defense.  Due  to  his  many  accomplishments  he 
deservedly  was  known  widely  as  ”Mr.  Tobacco".  While  serving  in  the  General 
Assembly  Royster  not  only  supported  tobacco  legislation  but  also  favored 
increased  appropriations  for  schools  and  roads.  Royster  died  at  Duke 
Hospital  in  Durham  on  June  3»  1972,  due  to  complications  brought  on  by 
diabetes.

Sandlin  was  bom  in  Jacksonville  on  February  26,  1914;  he  was  the 
son  of  Henry  A.  Sandlin,  a farmer  and  merchant  from  Jacksonville,  and 
Lyde  Mills,  a teacher  from  Richlands,  Onslow  County.  One  of  five  child- 
ren, Sandlin  was  graduated  from  Dixon  High  School,  Jacksonville,  in  1931 • 
He  served  in  the  United  States  Army  from  1942  to  1945  and  attained  the 
rank  of  technical  sergeant.  Sandlin  studied  at  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture, London,  England,  19^2;  University  of  Paris,  Paris,  France,  1943; 
and  the  Metal  School,  Petersburg,  Virginia,  1968.  As  an  early  occupa- 
tion he  worked  as  an  administrator  in  the  Disposal  Section  at  Camp  Le-

The  son  of  Henry  0,  Sapp,  a lawyer,  and  Eva  Pickens  Lindsay,  Sapp  was 
born  in  Winston-Salem  on  November  1,  1907.  He  was  graduated  from  R.  J. 
Reynolds  High  School  in  1924  and  was  enrolled  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  that  same  year.  By  1930  Sapp  earned  an  LL. B.  degree  from  the 
U.N.C.  Law  School.  While  at  U.N. C.  Sapp  was  an  all-Southern  end  on  the 
varsity  football  team  and  was  all-Southern  light  heavyweight  boxing  cham- 
pion. After  receiving  his  legal  degree  Sapp  remained  at  U.N.C.  for 
several  years,  serving  as  assistant  football  coach,  freshman  baseball  coach, 
and  boxing  coach.  In  1935  he  returned  to  Winston-Salem,  where  he  entered 
law  practice  with  his  father.  Sapp  moved  to  Salisbury  in  1941  and  was 
employed  by  the  Raney-Miller  Motor  Company.  A year  later  he  entered  the 
United  States  Navy  as  a lieutenant  junior  grade.  Sapp  served  in  the  Pacific 
Theatre  for  thirteen  months  and  was  discharged  in  1945  after  attaining  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  commander.  After  the  war  Sapp  returned  to  Salisbury  and 
became  president  of  Raney-Miller  Motor  Company.  Following  the  sale  of  his 
automobile  business  in  1966,  Sapp  began  a law  practice  in  Salisbury.  In 
1970  he  was  elected  North  Carolina  district  court  judge,  19th  Judicial 
District,  and  served  a four-year  term.  Sapp  died  on  April  15t  1977* and  was 
buried  at  the  City  Memorial  Park  in  Salisbury.

Born  in  Dallas,  Gaston  County,  on  October  28,  1897,  Saunders  was  the 
son  of  Thomas  Lee  Saunders,  a textile  manufacturer,  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Gaston  of  Stanley,  Gaston  County.  He  attended  Plumtree  Academy,  Plumtree, 
Avery  County,  in  1914  and  was  graduated  from  high  school  in  Morganton. 
Saunders  was  enrolled  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill, 
where  he  played  varsity  baseball  and  served  as  a private  in  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps.  He  was  engaged  in  the  textile  manufacturing  business 
for  more  than  thirty  years.  Saunders  was  employed  at  Cannon  Mills  in 
Kannapolis  and  Gem  Yam  Mills  in  Kings  Mountain.  In  1931  he  became  mana- 
ger of  Pinehurst  Silk  Mills  at  Hemp  (later  Robbins).  Subsequently,  Saunders 
was  promoted  to  president  and  chairman  of  Robbins  Mills,  Inc.,  which  had 
branches  in  Aberdeen,  Raeford,  Red  Springs,  Robbins,  Rocky  Mount,  and  Clarks- 
ville, Virginia.  In  addition,  Saunders  served  as  president  of  the  Robbins 
Building  and  Loan  Association  and  served  on  the  board  of  directors  of  First 
Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Southern  Pines  (later  merged  with  First

Robert  W.  Scott  was  born  near  Haw  River,  Alamance  County,  on  June  13, 
j-929»  He  was  the  son  of  William  Kerr  Scott,  a farmer  and  dairyman  from 
Haw  River,  and  Mary  Elizabeth  White.  Scott  attended  Alexander  Wilson  School, 
1936-1947,  and  Duke  University,  1947-1949.  He  earned  a B.S.  degree  in  animal 
industry  from  North  Carolina  State  College  in  1952.  Scott  served  in  the 
United  States  Army  Counter  Intelligence  Corps  as  a special  agent  from  1953 
to  1955*  Like  his  father,  he  worked  as  a dairy  farmer  in  Haw  River.  In  the 
political  arena,  Scott  was  elected  lieutenant  governor  of  North  Carolina  on 
November  3,  1964,  when  he  defeated  Republican  Clifford  Lee  Bell.  Scott  won 
the  gubernatorial  election  on  November  5,  1968,  with  a victory  over  Republi- 
can James  C.  Gardner.  Inaugurated  governor  of  North  Carolina  on  January  3, 

1969,  he  served  until  January  5,  1973-  Two  of  the  major  accomplishments 

during  his  administration  were  the  reorganization  of  state  government  and 
higher  education.  Scott  stressed  the  importance  of  careful  planning  in  state 
government  and  showed  concern  for  the  handicapped,  conservation  of  natural 
resources,  prisoners  and  the  need  for  their  rehabilitation,  and  for  economic 
growth  through  industrial  development.

*‘ive  children,  he  was  graduated  from  Stone  ville  High  School  in  191^. 

In  addition.  Stone  earned  a B.S.  degree  in  1919  from  Davidson  College. 

While  in  college  he  joined  the  S.A.T.C.  in  1918,  earned  the  rank  of 
supply  sergeant  in  the  R.O.T.C.,  and  served  as  business  manager  of  the 
Davidsonian.  Since  the  age  of  twenty-one  Stone  had  operated  a wholesale 
grocery  known  as  Stoneville  Grocery  Company.  He  served  as  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  later  president  of  the  above  organization.  As  a parallel 
occupation  Stone  had  owned  an  insurance  agency  and  held  the  position  of 
secretary  end  treasurer  of  Superior  Oil  Company.  While  serving  in  the 
General  Assembly,  three  of  his  major  interests  had  included  highway 
patrol,  education,  and  the  Medical  School  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina. He  had  been  a strong  supporter  of  traffic  safety  legislation. 

Stone  had  been  elected  president  of  the  Senate  in  I96I  upon  the  death 
of  Lieutenant  Governor  Philpott.  The  highlight  of  his  Senate  service  had 
bf»en  the  passage  of  the  controversial  Speaker  Ban  Law.  Stone  had  favored 
the  law,  and  it  had  been  rushed  through  the  Senate  and  passed  in  about 
one-half  hour.  The  law,  which  had  banned  Communists  from  speaking  on 
campuses  of  state-supported  colleges  and  universities,  was  declared  un- 
constitutional in  1968.  Stone  died  at  Memorial  Hospital  in  Chapel  Hill 
on  January  I6,  I969.  He  had  been  ill  since  January  6 and  death  was  at- 
tributed to  internal  bleeding  and  other  complications  including  pneumonia.

He  later  studied  law  at  the  Wake  Forest  College  Law 
School  and  was  licensed  to  practice  this  profession  in  1933*  Story  had 
began  a career  in  education  at  Bayleaf  High  School  at  Neuse  in  Wake  County, 
where  he  served  as  principal , 1913-1914.  Subsequently,  he  served  as 

principal  of  Oak  Hill  High  School  in  Caldwell  County,  Trinity  High  School 
in  Randolph  County,  and  held  the  same  position  in  Wilkesboro  from  1924  to 
1939.

The  son  of  John  V.’esley  Umstead  and  Lula  Lunsford,  Umstead  was  born  in 
Mangum  Township,  Dijrham  County,  on  April  7,  I889.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Dtjrham  County  until  1903  and  was  graduated  from  Mangum  High 
School  Meingum  Township  (first  consolidated  school  in  North  Carolina). 

Umstead  earned  an  A.B.  degree  in  philosophy  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  1909.  As  his  primary  career  he  worked  in  the  insurance  busi- 
ness and  served  as  an  agent  for  the  Jefferson  Standard  Life  Insurance  Company. 
Umstead  was  a long-time  proponent  of  improved  mental  hospitals  in  North 
Carolina.  He  visited  mental  hospitals  in  the  state  in  19^-^5  and  found  them 
to  be  in  terrible  condition.  Due  to  his  efforts  the  State  Hospitals  Board 
of  Control  v/as  created  that  year.  This  organization  was  the  forerunner  of 
the  State  Departmeni;  of  Mental  Health,  In  1953  he  became  chairman  of  the 
above  agency  which  supervised  operations  of  mental  institutions  in  the 
state,  Umstead  led  numerous  efforts  in  the  General  Assembly  to  upgrade 
programs  and  facilities  for  the  mentally  ill.  Umstead  Hospital  at  Butner 
was  named  in  his  honor.  Umstead  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  more  effective 
and  colorful  legislators  of  his  time.  In  addition  to  mental  health,  Umstead 
promoted  public  schools  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina;  he  led  the 
successful  ^ight  in  19^3  to  extend  the  public  school  term  to  nine  months. 
Umstead  died  in  Chapel  Hill  on  August  21,  19^8,  after  several  years  of 
declining  health.  Death  was  attributed  to  complications  of  Parkinson's 
disease.

Broughton  in  January,  1942,  appointed  him  director  of  the  War  Production 
Board  Citizens  Salvage  Activities  in  North  Carolina,  and  he  served  in  this 

capacity  until  March,  1944.  As  a parallel  career  Vogler  was  engaged  in  the 

real  estate  business.  During  his  legislative  service,  which  at  the  time  of 

his  death  totaled  more  terms  (l4)  than  any  other  legislator,  he  authored 

several  important  bills.  Vogler  led  the  fight  to  repeal  the  states  food  tax 
in  1941,  established  the  Vocational  Textile  Training  Act  in  1941  which  set 
up  the  North  Carolina  Vocational  Textile  School,  co-authored  bill  to  establish 
Charlotte  and  Carver  colleges  in  Charlotte,  co-authored  legislation  to  estab- 
lish the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Charlotte,  and  was  responsible  for  the 
Legislative  Retirement  Bill  in  1969,  which  provided  pensions  for  ex-legislators, 
Vogler  suffered  a series  of  strokes  that  began  in  March,  1972,  and  died  at 
the  Wesley  Nursing  Center  in  Charlotte  on  December  15,  1972.  He  was  entombed 
at  Sharon  Memorial  Mausoleum  in  Charlotte.

One  of  twelve  children,  he  quit  school  at  the  age  of  twelve  to 
haul  wood  to  a local  tanning  extract  company.  During  the  twenties  end  thirties 
West  woriced  mostly  as  a day  laborer  with  clearing  gangs  on  power  company 
and  Tennessee  Valley  Authority  projects.  In  19^0  West  began  his  own  land- 
clearing, contracting  business,  and  with  gradual  success  he  was  able  to 
incorporate  his  Murphy-based  company  in  19^7.  Subsequently,  his  firm 
began  taking  jobs  throughout  the  country,  and  by  1964  the  Herman  H.  West 
and  Company  was  the  largest  wholly-owned  as  well  as  the  second  oldest 
land-clearing  contracting  firm  in  the  country.

He  attended  Smithfield  Grammar  and  High  School,  1901-1914,  and 
was  enrolled  at  North  Carolina  State  College  from  1915  to  1917»  Whitley 
served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  World  War  I,  1917-1918,  and  at- 
tained the  rank  of  sergeant.  As  a livlihood  Whitley  was  engaged  in  farm- 
ing near  Smithfield  but  had  retired  prior  to  his  death.

One  of  twelve  children,  J.  Shelton  Wicker  was  born  in  Sanford  on 
December  10,  1917.  His  parents  were  Sion  Ambrose  Wicker,  a merchant  from 
Sanford,  and  Sally  Anne  Stone  also  of  Sanford.  Wicker  attended  Sanford 
Central  High  School  and  in  19^1  and  earned  a B. S.  degree  in  agriculture  from 
North  Carolina  State  College.  Drafted  into  the  United  States  Army  in 
December,  19^2,  he  served  sixteen  months  overseas  with  the  290th  Infantry, 
75th  Division.  He  left  the  service  in  January,  19^6,  after  attaining  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant.  Wicker  worked  as  a wholesale  gas  and  oil  jobber 
in  Lee  and  Harnett  counties.  He  served  as  president  of  Wicker  Oil  Company, 
Inc.,  a Shell  Oil  Company  affiliated  business  in  Sanford.  Wicker  died  at 
Duke  Medical  Center  in  Durham  on  August  6,  1978,  after  being  hospitalized 
for  a circulatory  problem.
